In pronouncing sentence,
Judge Bridge stated that the
court was not unmindful of the
tedious and unselfish service
rendered by air raid warden
and others affiliated with Civ-
ilian Defense.

“Nowhere, however,” Judge
Bridge said, “have 1 been able
to find, in any of the Civilian
Defense manuals, the remotest
excuse for the type of action
displayed by Dr. Calvert. After
a thorough consideration of the
rules, orders and laws relating
to the present dim-out situation
in our coastal towns the court
is satisfied that air raid war-
dens have no authority what-
ever to destroy property.”
